IN CONGREGATION, STUNNED BY TRAGEDY 


The Rev. Charles F. Boraston, Newtown, Insistant Upon

Mrs. Boraston, the former Miss Maud Batten, of I.cola, 
bewildered over the sight that met her eyes, was neverthe less 
one of the1 first to reach her husband. 
Members of the choir 
in tie* Jolt to tilt' side of tin* pulpit, as well as men and women 
in the congregation, hurried to aid.
